Mr. Henry Young, principal 
speaker at the convention, stated 
that farmers of western Canada 
are not satisfied with the final 
five-year Wheat Pool payment and 
that there is serious talk among 
southern farmers of strike action. 
In order to avert the strike action 
the central executive of the union 
have suggested a speccial province 


wide convention of the FUA to 
deal with the wheat question. 

The district convention went 
on record as favoring such a 


convention. The prime minister's 
recent refusal to meet a western 
farm delegation during the legis- 
lative sessions had uot helped 
matters, Mr. Young stated. How- 
ever, Mr. St. Laurent has now 
offered to send representatives of 
the government west to meet a 
farm delegation, but the farm 
leaders still wish to meet, the 
prime minister himself and all 
western members of his govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Young pointed out that. the 
FUA has been instrumental in 
obtaining the removal of the tarm 
fuel tax, and official farmers’ holi- 
day and the exemption of union 
dues from income tax. 

Mrs. W. Ross, FWUA president, 
stated that this year farm women 
are again going to conduct a 
survey with the purpose of find- 
ing out why so many high school 
educated farm youth fail to re- 
turn to the farms. 

Mr. Harper spoke for CCIL. He 
explained that a Dominion gov- 
ernment survey in 1940 proved that 
the cost of distributing machinery 
was equal to the cost of manu- 
facture and that this fact was 
one of the main reasons for the 
establishment of the CCIL, which 
now saves a farmer 18 per cent 
of the usual cost of a farm 
machine. 

The convention passed a num- 
ber of resolutions. One asked that 
road grants be provided to muni- 
cipalities on the basis of need. 
Another asked for the establish- 
ment of a cost of production index 
for all farm products. Still anoth- 
er requested that a grant of a 
small percentage of oil royalties 
be paid to those municipalities 
affected by ofl production. Strong 
support was given the resolution 
requesting a change in the laws 
pertaining to t#espassing and 
carrying of firearms.

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° Wheat Prices 


and Bread Prices 


The whole milling and baking industry 
has come in for a,round of censure over the 
recent modest increase of 6 cents per bushel 
in the price of wheat to the producer, 

The industry, apparently, was ready to 
increase the price of a loaf of bread by one 
cent, while paying only one-ninth of a cent 
extra for the wheat that goes into it. Typi- 
cal of the criticism voiced is the following 
from the Calgary Albertan: 


The 6-cent increase in the price of wheat was 
followed instantly by announcements of actual or 
pending increases in the price of flour and bread. 
The 20-ounce loaf sold in Calgary for 13 cents will 
probably go up to 14 cents. 

We have no particular objection to changes in 
the price of bread. If real competition exists, it 
can be assumed the price is competitive and there- 
fore fair. 

But let's be careful about how that bread price 
increase is explained. 

The Canadian Wheat Board and the milling in- 
dustry have a rule of thumb that 4% bushels of 
wheat make 196 pounds of flour. And most bakeries 
find that 100 pounds of flour are needed for 150 
pounds of bread or 120 20-ounce loaves. According 
to our figuring that works out to about 1.1 pounds 
of wheat for a loaf of bread. 

With wheat costing 6 cents a bushel more, that 
means that 1.1 pounds of wheat cost .11 cents more. 
It means that the farmer will get one-ninth of a 
cent more for each loaf of bread. Yet the price will 
go up a full cent. Who will get the other eight- 
ninths of a cent? 

Some bakers point out that their other costs 
have gone up too, Other ingredients are more ex- 
pensive, labor rates are higher. 

Assuming that the full cent increase is justi- 
fied, let the consumer remember that only a ninth 
of it is due to the increased cost of wheat. Any 
attempts to explain higher bread prices solely or 
even largely in terms of higher wheat prices should 
be branded for what they are—a plain deception.

Fortunately, the dominion government 
has foreseen this attempted gouging of the 
public by the baking and milling industries. 
The government will not charge the extra 
6 cents per bushel to the domestic users of 
wheat. The increased cost will no doubt 
come as a subsidy from the ‘dominion treas- 
ury, but as everyone eats bread, everyone 
will be paying the extra cost accordingly. 
And only one-ninth of a cent instead of a 
full one-cent increase in price, which the 
ps and milling profiteers would like to 
charge, 


No Chance For 
Normal Lives 


Recognizing that many Americans would 
sacrifice their country’s position of leader- 
ship in world affairs for the comfortable 
isolation that existed before World War TI, 
Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent, of 
Canada, ‘recently told the graduates of 
Northwestern University that they would 
never know “normal” lives if that meant 
being without worry about the problems 
of the rest of the human race. 

The Prime Minister asserted that, on 
the course of the U.S.A., “the fate of all 
mankind largely depends."’ As the ‘“domi- 
nant factor in the free world,” which faces 
the ‘most forbidding prospect of more 
than a hundred years,” the great task of 
statesmanship is to maintain “a balance” 
between the free and Communist worlds 
without war. 

In the end, declared the speaker, there 
must be a free world or a world in chains. 

Expressing confidence that the United 
States would not fail to mobilize its 
moral and material resources to meet the 
world crisis, just as it did twice before to 
uphold freedom, our Canadian statesman 


warned against listening to those who 
urged striking now against Russia’s mili- 


tary power, those who urge that “it is 
better to go it alone and take the con- 
sequences,’ and those “Communist fellow- 
travellers who urge other nations to remain 
neutral in the big-power conflict.

Farming Big Business For Alberta Man; 
Costs Him $2000 Daily To Plant Crop 


CALGARY — (BUP) — Farm- 
ing is big business for O. B. 
Lassiter, who estimates he spent 
about $2,000 a day this spring to 
put in the crop on his farm 60 
miles east of here. 

Just how big a business Lassiter 
makes of tilling the soil is shown 
by a few figures on his farming 
operationss: 


Acreage: 4,500. 

Initial expenditure: $50,000. 

Men: About 50. 

Equipment: Seven caterpillar 
diessels, seven tractors. 

Lassiter is a “dry-land farmer’’ 
who learned the tricks of the 
trade in California before he 
came to Alberta in 1917. He 
operates on soil that 80 years 
ago drove out hundreds of home-

Missing Links 


Sometimes our federal, provin- 
cial and local institutions are criti- 
cized when the actual lack lies not 
with the individual institution 
which is doing its job, but with 
discrepancies related to its work 
and just beyond its jurisdiction. 
These missing links become more 
apparent as people attempt to 
cope with the difficulties encoun- 
tered in trying to solve the prob- 
lem. 


Law makers can do something 
to make these discrepancies less 
in regard to our 
law breakers - 
even the con- 
victed ones. For 
the number 
convicted there 
are many oth- 
ers who mingle 
freely in society 
because they 
had the neces- 
sary monetary 
payment for Eva Crummy 
the fine, or the wherewithal to 
obtain legal counsel. 

We didn’t choose to be born 
in Canada instead of Russia or 
China. We just happened to be 
that fortunate. Neither were these 
convicted persons responsible for 
their early environment. They 
were the victims of it-—-more than 
some of us care to think! 

With some trepidation I visited 
the provincial jail at Fort Sask- 
atchewan. Two years less one day 
is the longest sentence for en- 
trance here. More than two years 
is served at the federal peniten- 
tiary—our closest, Prince Albert. 

I went right through the build- 
ings and saw the clean living, eat- 
ing and working conditions as well 
as the laundry, the cells, the kit- 
chen, (they make their own good 
bread), as well as the barns and 
Zreenhouse I left with a more 
accurate and much less depressing 
picture of such an institution. 

The inmates are kept busy at 
various duties which helps to keep 
down the cost of their isolation 
The men have the opportunity of 
learning something about cement 
work, bricklaying, carpentry, plas- 
tering, tile laying, plumbing, bar- 
bering, shoe repairing, stationary 
boiler engineering, motor Mechan- 
ics, farming and horticulture, The 
women can learn cooking, sewing,

Chemical Boom Seen 
Result Oil Discovery 


Vast “imminent” developments 
involving $80,000,000 in Alberta's 
chemical industry were predicted 
by J. BE. Oberholtzer, deputy minis- 


ter of industries and labor for Al- 
berta, in an address to the Cana- 
dian Chemical conference at the 
University of Manitoba. 

“A number of current happen- 
ings have combined to bring about 
the decisions of various companies 
to extend chemical production in 
Aberta. 

“The discovery and rapid devel- 
opment of the Alberta oil fields 
is the key item,” the deputy min- 
ster said. 

Some developments planned or 
underway, he said, were: 

1. Development by the Canadian 
Salt Company to produce about 
20 tons of chlorine a day and 24 
tons of caustic soda. 

2. The celanese Corporation of 
America’s Canadian Chemical 
Company plant at Edmonton to 
produce cellulose acetate and 
various chemicals. 

“The possibilities are great,” 
Mr. Oberholtzer said. “In front of 
us we have petroleum refineries, 
two plants based on hydrocar- 
bons, two on sulphur and one on 
salt.”
